Tiie laitci drew his rt^vo'vor ami 
iirud fuur sIi'.Um, n^'iio of vvhicb, liow- 
ovor took ellect. In tbo crowd which 
bad gauiorid together during tbi.-j 
strange scone wrs a bu'clicr, who now 
oaino to tho reseiio by Seizing tlic 
Eiig|i.-h man'.-i arms fruin beliiud j ana 
n tho aiieiiipt to hxc lunistlf Iroiu this 
unoxpoctod aggressor, Hjward dis" 
oharged bis revwi or anew, and lodged 
the contents in bis own fuco, the buN 
lot taking oUeui. in his left ..yo. M.. 
was then so ured and taken to tho 
Quosiura, where ho dicplayod oxiraor- 
dii:ury violence, aii'l in due Cuiirso l) 
tbo bospii:il, in which bo at prosont 
lies in an almost bopelet-s oondiiiOD. 
Howard appears to have been well 
known in MiliuieHO sooioty, and to 
have been regarded as ihe perfect lyp • 
ol an Enulif-b g^'iitlernan, thoiigli 
of somewhat irahcililo 'emperumeai. 
Aecortling to the tiecolo " ot Milan, ho 
uuee (in the bearing ot. the writer^ quite 
olectrihed a company of Milanese by tho 
igciiious confession lliiit he bad killed bis 
wile like a dog, lor i!:ridelity to her mar* 
ring'" vows, and lhat for this reason lie 
IjiuI been obliged lo flee Irom his c-vii 
conniry- As to the vows made toothers 
be appeared lu liavo reckoned them ol 
small account. There arc curious wail's 
and stray.s of Engli-b life to bo iuuuJ iu 
coiuineiiial cities — above all among tho 
teachers of languages.
